having to travel long distances by 
team and wagon to such places as 
Lethbridge, Brooks and Champion. 

Although present population is 
only 240, the Village of Lomond 
has, through the years, been bless¬ 
ed with an excellent community 
spirit. Its citizens are proud of the 
facilities that are to be found in 
the village and the big Community 
Centre — a hub of activity espe¬ 
cially during the winter season — 
is the envy of many larger villages 
and towns. 

The village has a comparatively 
new and modern school, with 
grades 1 to 12 being taught includ¬ 
ing Shop and Home Economics. 
Water and sewer facilities were 
installed in 1960 and in 1965 dial 
system telephones and mercury 
vapor street lighting were note¬ 
worthy improvements. 


The history of Lomond and dis¬ 
trict, including the communities of 
Armada, Bow City, Wheat Centre 
and Travers, is being published in 
book form in conjunction with the 
50th anniversary celebration. 

When plans for the celebration 
in July are finalized, a schedule of 
events will be published in later 
issues of the Advocate.

An attempt to satisfy two lines 
of thought among Vulcan business¬ 
men and farmers in the Vulcan 
District Chamber of Commerce 
was suggested at the April meet¬ 
ing of the group held in the 
United Church basement. 

A Vulcan Open House or good¬ 
will day and a Shopper’s Day will 
be held this year. Behind the Open 
House idea set for June 6, is the 
feeling that this might be a new 
method of thanking the public for 
local business support and placing 
local recreation facilities on view. 
Although all avenues of partici¬ 
pation have not yet been investi¬ 
gated the chamber hopes to spon¬ 
sor free use to all visitors of the 
swimming pool, golf course, 
museum and the Vulcan Theatre. 
A committee of President Ken 
Houlton, Dave Mitchell, A1 Dakin, 
Frank Wythe and Mel Jordan was 
named to bring tn a complete re¬ 
port at the May meeting. 

For the many who enjoy a tour 
of town stores, a Shopper's Day 
will also be held but the date of 
this was not set. 

In other business a suggestion 
was made that a councillor from 
the town and one from the county 
be asked to attend chamber meet¬ 
ings. It was felt a first hand ac¬ 
count of current and future busi¬ 
ness of these two governing bodies 
might be available and from this 
might be found some avenue in 
which the chamber could co¬ 
operate. A member of the Vulcan 
Ministerial Association will also 
be asked to attend future Cham¬ 
ber meetings to provide greater 
liaison with local churches. 

The chamber has been asked to 
prepare a history of this district 
for inclusion in a 12-page section 
of a centennial magazine now 
being prepared. 


At the regular March meeting of 
the council of the County of Vul¬ 
can, a proposed PFRA plan for 
improving the Ully Dam on Snake 
Creek east of Vulcan was 
discussed. 

Three officials from the Prairie 
Farm Rehabilitation office at Fort 
Macleod , met with council and 
presented plans for improvements 
to the dam at a cost of' about 
$100,000. Objective of the plan 
would be to increase the number 
of acre feet of water stored so 
that approximately 700 acres of 
land in the immediate area down¬ 
stream from the dam could be 
irrigated. The cost of construc¬ 
tion would be borne entirely by 
the federal government, but the 
cost of obtaining the necessary 
extra land required for dam con¬ 
struction and water storage would 
be a county resposibility. 

Information was given to the 
council that the owners of the 
land involved are asking approxi¬ 
mately $23,000 for 180 acres. 
Councillors expressed the opinion 
that the County of Vulcan would 
need to know if the farmers who 
would benefit from this expendi¬ 
ture would be prepared to pay 
the cost of the land and it was 
decided to hold a meeting with 
the water users early in April to 
ascertain if an arrangment could 
be entered into for the repayment 
to the county should the expendi- 
ure be authorized.

PLACEMENT OF FERTILIZER 

There is always interest in the 
best way to apply fertilizer. That 
is, should it be drilled in or broad¬ 
cast and so on. 

The chemical properties of fer¬ 
tilizers determine how it must be 
placed in relation to the seed at 
planting time. 

According to Adolph Goettel, 
Supervisor of Soils for the Alberta 
Department of Agriculture, nitro¬ 
gen, in the available form moves 
readily through the soil so that 
placement is not too critical. How¬ 
ever, he says there is danger of 
seedling injury if too much is plac¬ 
ed with the seed. For wheat, oats, 
and barley, 25 pounds of elemental 
nitrogen is considered the maxi¬ 
mum rate. For small seeded crops 
such as flax, rape and mustard, the 
maximum rate is 10 pounds per 
acre. Thus the maximum amount 
of the following fertilizers that can 
be safely drilled in at seeding are 
75 pounds of 33.5-0-0; 115 pounds 
of 21-0-0; 110 pounds of 23-23-0; 
and 90 pounds of 27-14-0 on wheat, 
oats and barley. For flax, mustard 
and rape, the rates are less than 
half this, working out to 30 pounds 
of 33.5-0-0; 50 pounds of 21-0-0; 60 
pounds of 16-20-0; 45 pounds of 
23-23-0 or 35 .pounds of 27-14-0. 
Mr. Goettel points out, however, 
that if the drill can be set to place 
the fertilizer to the side or below 
the seed, these rates can safely be 
increased by 5 to 10 pounds. Also, 
when higher rates are to be used, 
the fertilizer should be broadcast 
on the surface and worked in prior 
to seeding. 

Phosphorus on the other hand, 
does not move readily through the 
soil so it must be placed within 
easy reach of the roots. Mr. Goet¬ 
tel says that the placement of 
phosphorus with the seeds of 
cereals is most important if the 
most efficient use of this nutrient 
is to be had. Phosphorus’ is to be 
drilled in at seeding time. The 
maximum recommended rates of 
phosphorus will not affect the ger¬ 
mination of cereal grains. There is, 
however, some danger in placing 
more than 20 pounds of elemental 
phosphorus with the seed of flax, 
mustard and rapeseed. The maxi¬ 
mum rates of applying phosphorus 
with the seed on flax, mustard or 
rape is 40 pounds of 11-48-0; 60 
pounds of 16-20-0; or 45 pounds of 
23-23-0.
